•• Hardly a text "in any of the books 
failed to emphasize some lessons in 
patriotism, honesty, politeness, cour- 
age, or industry. 


From these volumes, frontier chil- 


dren and, later, their children learned 
thai virtue always triumphed; that 
sin and evil inevitably were pun- 
ished. 


There was, for instance, the har- 


rowing talc of Frank Brown. On his 
way to school, Frank met a bad boy, 
who templed him to go down to the 
pond. Poor Frank went, fell in, and 
was drowned.

WASHINGTON — (JP) — Does the 


United States produce the raw "mu- 
nitions" it would need If an enemy 
power got control of the sea lanes? 


This question, vital to national de- 


fense, is answered in a report on raw 
materials and their relation lo a con- 
flict of any magnitude just compiled 
by Col. John A. Wagner, procurement 
expert of the war department's quart- 
ermaster corps. 


"America's great power," Colonel 


Wagner reports, "Is due not so much to 
victories on the battlefields, ns to the 
possession of essentinl raw materials 
and the ability of her citizens to 
properly change these raw materials 
into articles of commerce." 


Two Years Without Imports 


No other nation, Colonel Wagner 


finds, has the natural resources and 
industrial organization to carry on 
a war for two years without import- 
ing huge amounts of war supplies. 


A detailed survey of strategic raw 


materials, essential to warfare, made 
by Wagner has convinced him that 
this country cither has or could pro- 
duce in an extreme emergency, the 
things it needs for victory. 


Where Materials Produced 


The list of materials, including their 


chief sources and Die percentage pro- 
duced in the United States, in The 
Quartermaster Review, shows: 


Manganese (indispensable In steel 


manufacture): U. S. 29 per cent; Soviet 
Russia 33 per cent; Brazil 25 per cent: 
India 9.7 per cent; Gold Const 8 per 
cent; Canada 5 per ctnt.

The title of our lesson is, "Jesus 


Views Wealth and Poverty." He still 
sees both, for in every country in the 
world today, even in America with its 
untold resources, immense wealth and 
stark poverty ore found side by .side. 


We may be sure, too, that Jesus 


looks at both as He did when He was 
on earth; that He sees the need upon 
the one hand, and. on the other, the 
unwillingness to meet it. even on the 
part of those 
surfeited 
with this 


world's goods. 


The spirit of the teaching of Jesus 


is against all hatred and class warfare, 
but there has been on scorn more in- 
tense in revolutionary literature, no 
denunciation more severe, than that 
which Jesus brought to bear upon the 
selfish and surfeited rich who allowed 
their wealth to clog and destroy all 
that might have been purest and best 
in their own lives, while, at the same 
lime they allowed their fellow men 
to exist in want and suffering. 


Intensity of this attitude toward he 


rich and the poor is put wih great 
vividness ino this story that we call 
the "Parable of the Rich Man and 
Lazarus." The contrasts arc extreme: 
the rich man clothed in purple and 
fine linen, gorging himself on luxuri- 
oul food, while the beggar lies at. his 
gale, full of sores, desiring only to be 
led with the crumbs from the rich 
man's table.
